Claims 11-17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
JP-A-4-1 88065 (references as JP hereafter) in view of EP 0587222 (referenced as EP 
hereafter).

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed 8/26/03 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

In response to applicant's arguments against the references individually, one 
cannot show nonobviousness by attacking references individually where the rejections 
are based on combinations of references. See In re Keller, 642 F.2d 413, 208 
USPQ 871 (CCPA 1981); In re Merck & Co., 800 F.2d 1091, 231 USPQ 375 (Fed. Cir. 
1986). 

Applicants assert EP fails to disclose a cover (17) is above a reading area and 
that the cover can be black. EP teaches on page 6 lines 45-53 an absorbing means 
positioned between the absorbent material (16) and the read area to prevent 
background interference. This is the motivation used to modify JP to teach a black 
cover.
